HICAGO, March 29.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A new scale of tele- 
graph rates, representing in many 
cases an increase o 20 per cent., is to 
be put into effect April 1, by the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company. An 
order to this effect was received today 
by the local offices.

ST. LOUIS, Magen 29.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.} August A. Busch, the mil- 
lionaire vice-president of the Anheu- 
ser-Busch Brewing Association, stated 
tonight that he would don overalis at 
this midnight and act in the capacity '| 
of fireman for the great brewery. 
“My office force and other employés 
unskilled in mechanics will also don 
overalls,” he said, “and each of us 
At this brewery, 


brewers, 145 freight handlers and six- 
ty-six firemen laid down their tools at 
noon today. True to his word, at mid- 
night Busch was in the brewery sur- 
rounded by his entire male office force, 
all of whom were ready for a hard 
night's work, but their plans were 
changed by the arrival of the foreman 
and two of the men, who when led 
upon to take sides either with the 
strikers or with Busch, chose the lat- 
ter. So Busch and his office force put 
away their overalis and returned to 
their homes. 

The strike at noon today of 850 brew- 
ers and malsters for an increase from 
$16 to $18 per week, which was followed 
by strikes of two allied uniors, affects 
brewing in the twenty-three breweries 
in St. Louis and East St. Louis. The 
brewers offer to compromise by grant- 
ing $1 per week increase. The strikers 
plead increased cost of lifing and the 
boss brewers increased cost of ma- 
terials.

F and Other Fravdiilent Doings for 
the Obtaining of Money, but Prac- 
tically Denies Charge of Murder. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES, j 
PHOENIX, (Ariz.) March 28.—The 
case of Louis V. Eytinge, accused of 
the murder of John Leicht, whose body 
was found on the plains north of Pheé- 
nix last Sunday, has constituted a sen- 
sation of large dimensions, both local- 
ly and in the East. Eytinge, who is 
29 years old, and a dissolute scion of a 
good family, completed a five years’ 
sentence in the Ohio penitentiary, 
March 1. He had been sentenced from 
Franklin county fog forgery. 

Apparently dying\of consumption, 
he was immediately sent by his family 
into the Southwest. On the train com- 
ing to Phoenix, he made the acquaint- 
ance of John Leicht, a barber from 
Sheboygan, Wis., an asthmatic. Sun- 
day, March 17, the two took a . ee 
ride from which Eytinge 
alone. 

A week later, the body of the barber 
was found and near by a small bottle 

which had contained chloroform and a 
pint can that also had contained the 
same drug. On the body were no val- 
uables of any de&cription. 

Eytinge had disappeared from Phoe-| 
nix within four hours after his return 
from the buggy ridé, and that evening 
Was seen at Maricopa, where he said 
he was on his way to California. Al- 
though his description had been sent 
broadcast, with several very good like- 
nesses, not a word was heard of him 
until yesterday morning, when Editor 
Spear of the Arizona Republican re- 
ceived a personal note from him dated 
Los Angeles, March 24, but mailed the 
next day at San Pedro. 

In the letter Eytinge admits having 
employed forgery and other fraudulent 
methods to obtain money, but denies 
having had any part in the death of 
Leicht. He says that they drove out 
onto the desert together, that they 
gambled ‘and he (Eytinge) won most 
of what Leicht had. He sa that 
Leicht showed anger and he (Eytinge) 
left him and returned to 
Eytinge asks the question: 

“Is it likely that I, with a university 
education and an extraordinary degree 
of mentglity and intelligence, would 
stoop to murder when it is so easy to 
swindle?” 

He further says: “If Maricopa coun- 
ty officials will guarantee immunity 
on the charges of forgery, tale pre- 
tenses and swindling I will return and 
clear myself of the graver affair. It 
so, publish in Cananea, Mex., papers.“ 

ugh the letter is regarded locally 
as a triumph of ingenuity, the police 
consider it merely a blind to mask his 
real movements, and they think it far 
more likely that he has gone north 
than into Mexico. The forgeries he 
mentions in the letter were several 
small checks. The defense he sets up 
if of the flimsiest character, consider- 
ing the absol evidence at hand that 
it was he who mur‘ered Leicht. He 
purchased the chloroform openly in 
Phoenix, and the evidence is plain that 
the man was dumped from the buggy 
where the body was found. 

It is probable that both were drunk 
at the time, but that Leicht was by 
far the more intoxicated of the two, 
making him an easy subject for the 
anesthetic. It had been understood 
that he had $150 on his person. This 
has been found incorrect, and it is

WASHINGTON, March 29.—There 
are now nearly eight enillion more peo- 
ple in Continental United States than 
there were six years ago. This esti- 
mate is based upon figures compiled 
by the Census Bureay in a special re- 
port. According to its estimates the 
population of Continental United 


The 
population of the United States inclu- 
sive of Alaska and insular possessions 
in 1906 was 93,182,240. The growth in 
population in Continental United 
Siates from 1905 to 1906 was 1,367,915.

The States taking a census in 1905 
are Florida, lowa, Kansas, Massachu-

been actively engaged in carrying out 
tne campaign of the big interstate man- 
ufacturers in forcing retall merchants 
to sell their products at a certain 
price. This data will take the form 
of contracts forced upon retail mer- 
chants by the large manufacturers, and 
are thought to be sufficient to secure 
indictment. 

NOT FOODS ONLY. 

It is understood that the present in- 
vestigation will not be limited to an 
inquiry into the methods of the f6od 
manufacturers, but will also take a 
turn with other manufacturers, who 
force California dealers to comply with 
certain price figures before they can 
handle the articles. In fact, if the 
interpretation of the anti-trust law as 
applied to food products holds good, it 
is promised that the investigation be- 
gun yesterday will not cease until any 
merchant can purchase material from 
any manufacturer and not be bound 
by a contract as to what he shall do 
with his purchase. 

The ramifications of this plan may 
even reach to automobile manufactur- 
ers who win not sell their goods to 
any agent unless he sells them for a 
certain price. A certain razor com- 
pany threatens suit against the re- 
taller who sells its safety razor for 


less than a certain sum, and then a 


‘nufacturer of an imitation of lara 
made out of cotton seed oil, demands 
that his stuff shall be sold at a certain 
price; a manufacturer of an imitation 
of coffee gets wrothy if a grocery man 
sells the ground grain for less than the 


manufacturer directs. There are others 


of the same ilk who have held the mer- 
chants of the State in their hands and 
forced them to sell their goods at a 
dead level in prices, thus avoiding 
cumpetition. 

LETTS MENTIONED.

| Mining Concern Now With- 


out Mining Property. 


Stock Sold on the Holdings of 
Another Concern. 


Surrender Made in Order to 
Avoid Litigation. 


A queer mixwp in the affairs of the 
Todd Copper Company. a $5,000,000 cor- 
poration, organized in this city by U. 

. G. Todd, a well-known mining pro- 

oter, has come to light and is re- 
ceiving the attention of the postal au- 
thorities. Briefly stated, it is a case of 
two companies claiming to own the 
same property, one being a close corpo- 
ration of wealthy Bittsburgh people 
and the other a k company float- 
ing its shares at the rate of $1 and. $5 
a thousand in the market. The matter 
was settled yesterday so far as the 
ownership question was concerned, and 
the stock company lost completely. 

The properties in question are the 
Schéll group on Tonto River in Gila 
county, Arizona, near the Roosevelt 
dam. They were located years ago by 
a Mr. Schell, an old-timer in that re- 
gion and an uncle of E. B. Rivers of 
the Keystone Produce Company of this 
city. Mr. Rivers became the owner of 
these claims, twenty-nine in number, 
and employed E. F. J. Ottarson, a sur- 
veyor, to make a survey and consti- 
tuted him exclusive agent for a sale. 
This appointment as sales agent was 
made in February, 1906, according to a 
paper which was shown The Times re- 
porter last night. 

Ottarson proceeded to enter into ne- 
gotiations with Todd, and the Todd. 
Copper Company was organized and 
floated. The officers and directors as 
given in the prospectus are U. S. G. 
Todd, president and general manager; 
E. F. J. Ottarson, vice-president and 
superintendent; W. H. Dean, secretary; 
Dr. H. Pittman and E. Julian Soloman, 
Some 300,000 shares are said to have 
been sold in this city in small blocks. 

While this was being done, Mr. Riv- 


Tonto River Copper Company was 
formed back in Pittsburgh. It took 
over the properties from Rivers, know- 
ing nothing, it seems, the existence 
of its rival, until one day James Mur- 
tha, one of the stockholders, chanced 
to see the advertisement of the Todd 
company in The Times. He at once be- 
gan an investigation and notified Mr. 
Rivers, who immediately called upon 
Todd for an explanation. 

At this time prospectuses of the 
Todd company were out in which own-

At the same time we have 
bought freely from foreign countries 
of raw hides and skins, enriching 
them and conferring a great benefit 
upon their people generally. 

And yet, because of the Dingley 
tariff the cattle raisers of the United 
States have been able to sell their 
cattle at a considerably higher price 
than would have been possible had 
these imported hides and skins come 
into the country at the ordinary cost 
price where they were produced plus 
the cost of transportation.
